they had to do it over they would begin 
with commercial fertilizers; Hist gel- 
ting grass and other vegetable matter 
in the soil, and then following with 
lime, but never applying as heavily as 
lias been the practice in some sections— 
from twenty-five to fifty bushels being 
now in their opinion sufficient on an 
acre. Practice, to be sure-, has diffeicd 
among the members, one gentleman 
stating that an application of one hun- 
dred bushels to the acre proved in thu 
end the best and most profitable fur 


him.
